These hills became a part of the Hajj and help 
remind us that we are never alone even in the middle of a desert... Allah is always with us!

It is empty inside because Prophet Muhammed destroyed all the false idols the 
people had put there. This reminds us that we don't worship stone, wood or houses likej - 
the Ka'bah...
